FORMER SENATOR BURTON, TO BE FREED FROM JAIL NEXT FRIDAY, 
WILL START A PAPER TO GET REVENGE ON PRESIDENT ROOSEVEL 
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“T Am Going to Show the Country That I Am Not a 
Dead One,’’ Says the Fallen Statesman, Who Will 
Call His Weekly Publication ‘‘The Home Rule’’ 

~~and- Will Urge the Election of All Federal Judges 
and District Attorneys By Popular Vote and For 
Short Terms Only. 
CCORDING to statements made to a Post-Dispatch reporter at the St. 
A Louls Federal Building there appears to be no longer any doubt that! 
former United States Senator Joseph Ralph Burton of Kansas, who was | 
taken to the Iron County (Mo.) Jail at Ironton, Oct. 22, 1906, 

-months’ sentence will be released next Friday, March 22. 

Burton was twice convicted in tne United States District Court St. 
Louis, on the charge of having Wrong fully his office in appearing 
before Government departments at Washington and the 
Rialto Grain and Securities Company, an alleged get-rich-quick concern, now 
defunct. 

In addition to being given a sentence of six months imprisonment. Burton 
was ordered to pay a fine of $2500. He will not be held in prison for this 
fine, Government officials declare, but, as has been the custom with other 
Federal prisoners who have been fined, the penalty will be held against him as 
a civil judgment. | 

If the full six months of Burton’s term should be served he would not be 
released until April 22. Col. David P. Dyer, United States Attorney for the 
St. Louis district, says that, by a Federal provision, Government prisoners are 
allowed respites for five days for each month served, during which their be- 
havior is above reproach. Burton will be allowed a total respite of 30 days 
as a result of this provision. 

Hour Left to His Jatler’s Discretion. 

When thé Post-Dispatch’s Washington correspondent asked the Depart-| 
ment of Justice at the capital for a definite statement concerning Burton’s 
release, he was told that the matter was wholly in the hands of the Federal 
Officials at St. Louis anq that any statement they might make would be au- 
thentative. 

“Former Senator Burton will be: released on Friday, March 22," said Wal- 
ter W. Nall, chief clerk in the office of United States Marshal, at the United 

«States Federal Building, when questioned for the Post-Dispatch. 

“It is possible that he will be released early in the morning of that day. 
Or it may be about noon. Of course, this will be left to the discretion of John 
I. Marshall, Sheriff of Iron County." . 

Clerk Nall is the official who escorted Burton to Jail last October. When 
informed of the Government's decision as to the ending of his sentence, Bur- 
ton told a Post-Dispatch reporter at Ironton that he had expected he would 
be released on that date. 

“T wrote to friends at my home at Abilene, Kan.,” said Burton, “that I 
expected to be released next Friday. Well, I'm glad, of course. that 
term is about finished. Quite naturally my wife, myself and our two nieces 
will almost count the minutes until next Friday comes. I did not know be- 

: fore what provision would be made about the $2500 fine. I knew, as a result 
of my long familiarity with law, that it has been the custom to discharge 
prisoners with the fine hanging over them as a civil judgment. 

“Bat if it had been necessary to stay in prison longer or pay the 
fine, 1 would have had to choose the extended term.” 

The elder of Burton's nieces has been acting as his secretary. 

With Mrs. Burton, the nieces have been living at an Ironton hotel, a 
short distance south of the half-century-old Jail. They are now busy pre- 
paring to start back to the Kansas home. 

He Plans to Publis, a Newspaper.

Thuse conversant with the plans for the new journal say that a building 
has been rented at Abilene, and the formation of a stock company is un- 
der way. Some of those behind the enterprise are said to be among the most 
wealthy residents of the flourishing Kansas town, which, to a man almost. has 
been loyal to Burton. 

When asked what he expects to do when he gets back home. Burton said, 
“Well, I feel that I owe it to myself, to my wife and to my friends, to show 
to the people of Kansas and of the United States, that Joe Burton ts not 
n ‘dead one.’ If my plans matertalize.t believe that a lot of the fellows 
who have fought me will find that [I'm pretty much of a ‘live one.”

A STATE SCANDAL. 

The work of the State Legislature in the session 
which closed yesterday, was marked by the enact- 
ment of several excellent measures. It was marked 
also by the defeat of several measures the enact- 
ment of which would have been a reflection on the 
principles of the Democratic majority and a blow 
to the State. On the other hand, it was marred by 
one of the most disgraceful and scandalous lobby 
victories in the history of the State. :

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THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING WORLD. 


Part of the news of the week is information from 





New York publishers, based on their recent orders, 
that “the United States are threatening to wrest the 
book market of Australia from England.” 

Supplying American reading matter to Australia 
by the ton is something we do not usually think of 
as part of our foreign trade, but it seems from cur- 
rent literary news that the Census Office might pre- 
pare a special bulletin on the results. using “long 
tons” in the case of fiction, which, it seems at pres- 
ent, is the onlys American literary product able to 
reach the Antipodes except in pounds and ounces. 
While news of this kind is caleulated to excite our 
commercial pride, it is usually followed by an after- 
thought of the vast extent of the modern “English- 
speaking world,” with a sugyvestion of the enormous 
number of tons of white paper required to supply it 
annually with reading matter. 

This comes from the figures of population in the 
United States added to the total of 397 000.000 pub- 
lished as the population of the British Kmpire. The 
number of tons of paper consumed by this popula- 
tion annually for purposes both of publicity and lit- 
erary education is indeed enormous, but, at the last 
analysis, the figures do not the «eneral 
impression of the vastness of the “English-speaking” 
world outside the United States. 

In the year 1907 there may be as many as 60,000.- 
000 English-speaking people in the English-speaking 
world outside the United States, but certainly not 
more than that. Of these 42,000,000 are in the 
dritish Islands, not more than 8,000,000 In the 
“American colonies” and less than 5,000,000 in Aus- 
tralia and other island possessions. 

The enormous majority of the people of the Brit- 
ish Empire do not speak English and never will, 
Among the peoples of the English-speaking world, 
those of Missouri, Kansas, Illinois and Texas, as ex- 
amples of Western and Southewestern states, are 
of more importance to the world’s English book mar- 
ket than those of Asia, Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand combined. St. Louis alone has a population 
almost equal to the entire population of New Zea- 
land, which is swpposed to be one of the most pro- 
gressive British colonies of the “English-speaking

A MUNICIPAL WORKMAN’S VILLAGE. 

In view of the increased cost of living, the Milan 
City Government is pushing its plan for the estab- 
lishment of groups of workingmen’s houses. Several 
groups of these are now in use in the city proper, 
and plans are developing for the most extensive ex- 
periment of the kind yet attempted. An entire sub- 
urban village has been condemned, and is to be fre- 
built as a mode] Village, with both cottages and 
apartments for workingmen and their families. This 
village will be bull. around a “‘civie center,” in which 
will be placed the hospital, public markets, enter- 
tainment buildings, washhouses and baths. 


POSSIBILITIES OF ALCOHOL ENGINES. 

The alcohol engine is an engine of the future. 
Prof. Elihu Thompson thinks it ideal for farm ma- 
chinery. As a fuel for the operation of small or 
moderate capacity installed plants alcohol undoubt- 
edly will find extended application. As such plants 
will run for a number of hours at least after start- 
ing, the question of preliminary heating of the va- 
porizer will not constitute a disadvantage of any 
moment. The preheating can be accomplished in a 
minute or two without any risk by separately heat- 
ing a mass of metal. as by an alcohol torch, and 
placing it in contact with the metal of the vaporizer 
itself. There is at present a field for the application 
of alcohol engines in such places as Cuba, which al- 
ready possesses cheap alcohol fuel, these engines 
often being employed for driving dynamos for light- 
ing or power transmission upon plantations, or upon 
country estates. And it can be expected that as soon 
as the conditions are such that the price of  alcolsol 
in the United States is brought down to a figure as 
low as that of gasoline in any section a great open- 
ing for the use of alcohol engines will be made. It 
doubtless will take two, three or more years before 
the organization or arrangement for the production 
and distribution of the denatured alcohol is suffi- 


which will compete with that of gasoline in the dens- 
populous districts, where the methods of distri- 
bution of the oil products already are in a high state 
of development. But in the sparsely settled regions, 
where gasoline is high-priced, it should not be long 
before denatured alcohol can compete.

SELF-ACTING TRAIN STOPPER. 

“What is most needed today 1s an invention that 
can be placed in the cab of an engine and which 
will take the place of an engineer when he falls 
asleep or drops dead.”’ 

This statement, appearing in a Chicago paper just 
after a terrible railway accident four years ago, set 
W. S. Filley, a Toledo dentist, to working on a 
device which would fill this necessity. Judging from 
the successful tests to which his invention has just 
been subjected on a D. U. R. shore line car between 
Detroit and Wyandotte, his three years of effort have 
been crowned with success. 

In the presence of two veteran engineers of the 
Wabash, Sheriff James D. Burns and two newspaper 
representatives, while the car was bowling along at 
the rate of 40 miles an hour, Dr. Filley set the 
device so. that it, would stop the car at a point a mile

distant. The motorman then left his post and took a 
seat in the rear of the car. When the mile was nearly 
traversed the car suddenly began to slacken its 
Speed and within a distance of 200 feet it was com- 
pletely stopped. 

Again while the car was speeding down a steep 
grade at the rate of 56 miles an hour the air brakes 
which are controlled by the device were siddenly 
turned on and the car stopped it: 27° feet. 

So simple is the invention it can easi'y be under- 
stood by the veriest !ayman. If an engine cr elec- 
tric car leaves its starting point with orders to pase 
another on a switch or siding 15 miles away a point- 
er is set at the 15-mile mark on a graded scale. An- 
other pointer registers the distance which the car 
has traversed as it speeds along. 

When the car comes within a quarter of a mile of 
the place where ft is to stop a bell rings and a lever 
drops down. It is then the engineer's or motorman’'s 
,duty to pull another lever which prevents the auto- 
‘matic device from working and to stop the engine of

LIGHT AND POWER FROM THE SKY. 
It has been left to a South Dakota farmer to dis- 


cover that enough electricity may be taken from the 
air above the’ buttes to furnish the power which will 
‘run electric lights, threshing machines and water 
pumps. 

Such a discovery is one of the marvels of the elec- 
trical world and a dream of inventors for decades, 
but John H. Stranhan, s0n of a well-to-do farmer 
near Miller, S. D., has made the discovery, and from 
Sully Buttes may be seen a number of tandem box 
kites while half-way to the earth on a No, 8 copper 
wire hangs a strange white box the size of a bee- 
hive. 

From the copper wires which descend from this box 
enough electrical energy is secured to run the motors 
with which the Stranhan home is lighted, a feed 
grinder and threshing machine operated and a big 
electrical pump which pours water into the irrigating 
ditches, 

Young Stranhan is a graduate of an Eastern poly- 
technical school, where he went to complete his 
studies after graduating from the University of Ne- 
braska, in Lincoln. Since leaving the school he has 
devoted much of his time to studying-the Hertzian 
waves, the electrical waves which make the .wireless 
telegraph possible. He has experimented under the 
belief that it was possible to collect the electricity 
in the air and use it for commercial purposes,

Servian Leader Dreams of 
Peace in Lands of 


Unrest. 





PLANS FIVE MEMBERS 





Rulers of Bulgaria and Servia., 
to Be Shelved, 
He Says. 





ROUMANIAN TO GOVERN 
Hatred of Rulers Who Bow to 
Russia Tie Among 
Revolutionists. 








BUCHAREST, March 16.—Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria and King Peter of 
Servia will be asked, perhaps in the 
near future, by the people of their re- 
spective countries to abdicate peaceful- 
ly that a Balkanic federation may be 
formed, is the prediction of a Servian 
statesman, who is writing a series of 
articles for the Adevarul, the leading 
daily pdper of Roumania. 

He asserts he made personal investi- 
gations in Bulgaria as well as in his 
native land, Servia, which lead him to 
this conclusion. An active propaganda 


for a republic, he says, is working un- 
ceasingly in both Servia and Bulgaria. 
The first cause for thig propaganda, he 
believes, is the fact that both King 
Peter and Prince Ferdinand are under 
the influence of Russia and that the In- 
telligent elements of these countries de- 
sire democratic goverament. They’ con- 
tend that too much blood has been shed 
to secure constififtions for these coun- 
tries and they do not propose to permit 
the chance rulers” of the countries to 
practically destroy the constitutions. 

It is stated the articles’ that 
Prince Ferdina of Bulgaria is very 
unpopular. Th easantry and the 
workinegmen epecially dislike him. 
The radical element, including uni- 
versity professots, school teachers 
and students are opposed to hig auto- 
eratic rule. This is shown, by the fact 
the writer contends, that when Prince 
Ferdinand appeared at the dedication 
of the National Theater in Sofia he 
was hissed and among other cries the 
words “Down with Ferdinand! Down 
with the Czar’s imitator and represen- 
tative’ were heard. 

The situation in Servia, he says, is 
too well known to be rehashed. The 
Servians do not like King Peter and 
are not backward in showing their 


As a result df these conditions, the 
writer says, the very radical elements 
of both countries are asking a repub- 
lic. More conservative Liberals say 
the Balkanic countries are not ready 
for the republican government and 
thev have started a movement for a 
Balkanic federation, to include Bul- 
garia, Servia and Roumania. Plans, 
according to this writer, are to make 
Prince Carol, nephew of King Charles 
of Roumania head of the federation. 
They think him suitable on account 
of his beine reared {n Roumantia, a 
Greek orthodox country where polit- 
ical disturbances have been practic- 
ally unknown since the reign of King 
Charles began, over forty years ago, 

The conclusion of the Servian states- 
man ia that if these three Balkan 
countries unite. it will be easy toa 
persuade Albaria and Macedonia to 
join the federation. This accomplished. 
rays the writer, Greece would then be 
the onty Balkanic country outside of 
the federation. But as the federation 
would be powerful, Greece would not 
constitute a danger.

From the beginning of the troubie 
the Helena and Missoula newspapers 
sought to supply the wants of Butte, 
but, owing to the train service, their 
sheets do not arrive in the city util

The public has depended on them and 
on the Salt Lake, Denver and Spokane 
papers principaliy for the news. 

A City of Wild Rumors, 

The aosence of tne locat papers has 
led to the circulation ot the most re- 
markable rumors affecting business con- 
cerns and professional persons. 

Most of these reports are of a ridic- 
ulous character, and have served to 
cause no end of annoyance and not a 
little loss. 

One of the 
of the city was reported to be in the 
hands of a receiver, and the report 
gained circulation throughout the State. 

Two cashiers connected with the two 
leading banks of the city were reported 
suddenly to’ have gone insane. 

Disquieting rumors of every nature 
gained circulation and caused general 
uneasiness. 

Business to a certain extent became 
demoralized. The department stores, 
having no means of reaching the peo- 
ple, lose trade. The stores are nearly 
empty in mornings when before they 
were crowded all day. Merchants re- 
sort to handbills, but these wre hmited 
in number and not satisfactory. 

Business on the Mining Stock Ex- 
change ia affected in much the same 
way. With the loss of publicity given 
by the newspapers local stocks began 
to sink until they reached the lowest 
level in the history of the district, ex- 
cept in a few instances. 

Real estate men try to appear cheer- 
ful, but the suspension of the news- 
papers and the general uneasiness 
caused by the unsettled labor conditions 
have a most depressing effect, and few 
sales have been made in the last few 
weeks. Because Of new scales about to 
be inaugurated by unions in the butld- 
ing trades, much building has been 
stopped in the city. Improvements ag- 
gregating more than $1,000,000 had been 
planned for the early summer, but it is 
now considered almost certain that much 
of this work will be abandoned for the 
present. There are a few notable ex- 
ceptions to this.

Herman Feist, who was convicted of the 
murder of Mrs.- Rosa Mangrum four 
weeks ago, is still in Jail awaiting the 
action of his lawyers in application for a 
new trial before he is formally 
tenced to be hanged. When the jury an- 
nounced the verdict of murder.in the 
first degree counsel for the prisoner gave 
notice of the motion. It was understood 
the motion would be argued the fol- 
lowing week, but the case was s0 
complicated the attorneys have not been

able to get their properly ar- 
ranged. 

Whatever the Court decides after the 
motion is heard, it is certain Dr. Feist 
will have 11 months in the County Jail. 
The Court of Appeals does not revise 
criminal cases and the Supreme Court.

It is not customary to take up criminal 
cases until February, so unless an ex- 
ception is made Dr, Feist will have just 
about one year in Jail before his ap- 
peal is decided. ;

AUSTIN, Tex., March 16.—The Rail- 
road Commission has received a com- 
plaint concerning the loss of 521 bales of 
cotton, which are said to have complete- 
ly disappeared. 

A firm of cotton buyers shipped from 
points on’the San Aneglo branch of the 
Santa Fe Railroad, 10380 bales of cotton 
for concentration at Brownwood. The 
shipments began in November and ran 
through that month, December, Janu- 
ary and the early part of February. 
There are Shortages on many of the 
shipments, it is said, all of them aggre- 


gating 521 bales.

LONDON, March 16.—Prince Kdward 
of Wales has sat for his entrance ex- 
amimgation at Osborne, and he and his 
brother will enter the Naval College 
as naval cadets pure and simple. The 
Prince of Wales is particularly desir- 
ous that no distinction should be maae 
in the case of his two sons. 

Doubtless, says the Express, this is 
due to his Royal Highness’ memory of 
his own experiences. When, in Janu- 
ary 1877, he and the late Prince Al- 
bert Victor joined the britannia at 
Dartmouth, the sole departure from 
the normal routine which was made 
in their favor was the privilege of a 


special cabin. 

In every other respect they were liter- 
ally in the same boat with the cadets, 
and many amusing anecdotes are told 
of the manner in which they nad to 
run the gauntlet of boyish curiosity, 

Commander E. P. Statham, R. N.. 
records that the young Princes were 
the targéts of a ceaseless fire of inter- 
rogations such as the following: “I say, 
how do you like being a prince?’ 
“What do you do when you're at 
home?” “Do you ever get licked?” 
And so will history doubtless repeat it- 
self in the case of the succeeding royal 
generation. 

Osborne Naval College includes a 
beautifully wooded estate of 60 acres 
and adjoins the — stately palace 
in which Queen Victoria spent her 
last days. From East Cowes the ap- 
proach is by a steadily rising sweep 
of hill called York avenue, which 
curves past many villlas set amid syl- 
Van surroundings until it terminates 
at the Princes Gate. 

A fine expanse of carriage drive 
leads directly up to the college block. 
The Osborne Naval School is laid out 
on the bungalow svstem, being built 
of a curious looking brownish sub- 
stance known as uralite, whose prin- 
cipal merit lies in its being fireproof. 

he average number of cadets under 
instruction is a trifle about 400. These 
are told off to various bungalows, ac- 
cording to their terms. An interest- 
ing practice has been observed in the 
naming of each of these bungalows 
after some naval hero. 


An Ideal Playground. 

The scene from the »vlaying fields of 
the Osborne College « one of great 
beauty. On the one hand, the quaint old 
town of Cowes rises in a gabled and 
sparkling cluster from the water's edge; 


on the other hand, the flashful Spithead 
roadstead stretches across to Ports- 
mouth—a fitting proximity to the r@ar- 
ing place for the rising race of sea of- 
ficers. 

A hearty, wholesome life is that of 
the naval cadet at Osborne, in which 
the two young princes will shortly be 
taking part. The whole principle of 
the system is to fit a lad for the sea 
life, and the atmosphere of his future 
career is imported into his surround- 
ines with realistic completeness. Even 
the timing of the day's routine is 
marked by striking bells, as on board 
ship. 

At half-past 6 in the morning the sil- 
very notes of the bugle sound the 
“Reveille,” followed by the monotonous 
monotone of the Corporal, admonishing 
the cadets to “‘Turn out, there, young 
gentiemen, turn out!” 

The summons is obeyed witth alacrity, 
ani a general stampede is made for the 

lunge baths. After dressing, the ca- 

ets assemble in the dining hall, where 

a cup of cocoa and a ship's biscuit are 
served out to each. Then comes an 
alternate spell of physical drill and 
study for about an hour, breakfast be- 
ing served at 7:50 a. m. Morning divi- 
sions, drill and gymnastics carry the 
hour to 8:45, when prayers are said.

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Kansas Authority Tells Farm- 


ers to Harrow Alfalfa 
Fields Now, 


LAWRENCE, Kan., March 16.—‘‘Now 
is the time for Kansds alfalfa growers 
to spoil the grasshoppers’ plans for the 
coming summer,'’ announces Prof. 8. J. 
Hunter of the entomological eepertment 


of the University of Kansas. “A thor- 
ough disking and cross harrowing in 
March as soon after the frost is out and 
the ground can be tilled, will destroy 
the ‘hoppers’ eggs and insure an in- 
crease in the erop, besides ridding the 
fields of weeds and native grasses. 

“The grasshopper from which the al- 
falfa in our western counties suffers 
is not the migratory Rocky Mountain 
locust, but an insect which lives and 
dies near its birthplace. The mature 
‘hopper of this species dies in the fall. 
The succeeding year's colony spend the 
winter in the eggs deposited in pods 
about one-hundredth of an inch below 
the surface of the alfalfa meadow. If 
the field is disked and cross harrowed 
as early in the spring as the weather 
will permit, many of the egg pods will 
be broken up and birds, insects and cli- 
matie influences will dispose of 
the harrow has left uninjured. 

“The alfalfa.plant, 


what 


roots reaching 12 to 16 feet below the 
surface, is not in the least injured. The 
crown may be split in several places 
without impairing the vitality or even 
checking the growth of the plant. And 
even when wet weather prevents early 
disk ing. the alfalfa can be disked and 
the ‘hoppers’ eggs destroyed without a 
setback to the crop when the plant has 
sprouted to a height of six inches. This 
‘hopper remedy has been tried and 
found effective by the entomological de- 
partment of the university.’’

Involves an Important 
Keely Witness. 





Two incidents of the liveliest interest 
closed the week in the police graft in- 
vestigations. 

City Counselor Charles F. Bates with- 
drew from the prosecution of the sus- 
pended detectives, the reason generally 
assigned at the Four Courts being his 
disapproval of the character of evidence 
on which the charges are based. 

Jessie Ross of Chicago, but a former

Both of incidents transpired 
yesterday. 

The suit of Jessie Ross is interest- 
ing, both as an echo of the graft investi- 
gations of last year and because it in- 
volves a witness who played a promi- 
nent part in the trial of Assistant Chief 
of Detectives John J. Keely last week. 
The witness is William Geist, secretary 
of the Pierce Loan Company. 

Geist was openely charged by Keely 
and his attorney, former Judge Hiram 
Moore, with being the instigator of a 
conspiracy to ruin the assistant chief. 
His motive was named by them as 
Keeley’s investigations of former De- 
tective John Murphy which resulted 
in the latter's discharge. Geist and 
Murpliy are said to be warm friends. 

Geist also figured in the police trial 
of Lee Killian, who was sent to his 
death by a bullet fired by ‘Little 
Georgie’ Williams, also a discharged 
detective. 

The charges against Killian were pre- 
ferred by Attorney William E. (Billy) 
Fish, who said that Killian had agreed 
to pay him a fee of $100 for defending” 
Jessie Ross, the woman who now sues 
for the diamonds. He charged that this 
fee never was paid and on his evidence 
Killian was dismissed. 


The Man With the Diamonds. 
Killian always wore many diamonds. 
He was known as “the man with the 
diamonds.’’ These gems were made the 


Subject of investigation when the Fish 
charges were under consideration. Kil- 
lian swore that he bought the diamonds 
himself on the installment plan—that 
this was his method of saving money. 
Geist took the stand and swore that he 
sold the diamonds to Killian. 

The suit of Jessie Ross is a direct con- 
tradiction of Geist's testimony. She avers 
that the jewels are hers and were al- 
ways hers. They are now in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Killian, and according to 
the petition are: Two earrings, valued 
at $430; a stud, $1400; a ring set with two 
diamonds, $800; one locket, $350: a watch, 

; a pair of cuff buttons, $60; a cigar 
cutter, $35. 

In the Keely trial Geist testified that 
“Bud” Fawcett bought a diamond in 
the Pierce Loan Co. pawnshop and gave 
it to foriner Detective John Cordell, then 
eely’s “‘walking partner.’ He also testi- 
fied Fawcett handed eely money in the 
pawnshop. 

It is this evidence and that of the 
Bad Lands characters which, according 
to the accepted belief at the Four 
Courts, lead Mr. Bates to withdraw from 
the prosecution, although the reason

Anti-Trust Law. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 16.—A 
bill seeking to inhibit the Standard Oil 
Co, from doing business in Tennessee 
and to oust that corporation from the 
State was filed today in the Chancery 
Court of Sumner County at Galatin. 
Attorney-General Charles T. Cates Jr. 
brings the suit on behalf of the State 
under provisions of the anti-trust act 
of 1903, recently sustained by the State 
Supreme Court. 

The bill sets out as basis for the 
charge of conspiracy, facts proven in 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
in which it was sought to enforce a 
judgment for a fine against the com- 
pany. The Supreme Court held that 
these facts constituted the unlawful 
agreement or conspiracy described by 
the statute. Therefore, in order to sus- 
tain the charges in this bill, it will be 
necessary only to prove the same fact. 
The next term of the Chancery Court 
of Sumner County will begin. the first 
Monday in May. Under the rules of the 
court, the company must plead, answer 
or demur on the first day of the term 
or the bill will be taken for confessed. 
At the very earliest, it is highly im- 
probable that the case will be finally 
disposed of until November.

Thaw Still Confident. 


Thaw’s counsel did not share the view 
of the District Attorney’s office today 
that the admission of the affidavit 
would be a great victory, and this feel- 
ing was shared by their client after he 
had been visited by Daniel O'Reilly and 
by his wife. He expressed the utmost 
confidence in the outcome of his trial 
and believes he will enjoy his Easter 
Sunday dinner outside the walls of the 
Tombs.

It was rumored tonight that the Dis- 
trict Attorney had a surprise in store 
for his opponents in the final rebuttal 
testimony by getting before the jury the 
suggestion that the whole story by Eve- 
lyn om the witness stand was concocted 
by the defendant himself, and that its 
ingewvity and plausibility were in them- 
selves evidences of a clear mind.

INTEREST DISPUTE 
HURTS VANBLARCOM 


Sale of Tennessee Central Rail- 
road Again Delayed by 
Litigation, 


tS ASHVILLE, Tenn., March 16.—The 

Tennessee Central Railroad Co., owned 

} by J. C. Van Blarcom of St. Louis. and 
his associates, is not entirely satisfied 
with the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the celebrated $1.000,000 suit, which 
was decided in favor of the company, 


but will now ask the city of Nashville 
to pay $150,000 interest on the issue of 
$1,000,000 of bonds. 

The city contends that it has never 
refused to make the subscription of $1,- 
000 000 to the common stock of the com- 
pany, a condition to the building of the 
Tennessee Central from Nashville to 
Clarksville, but was prevented doing so 
by individuals who secured injunctions 
against such procedure. On the other 
hand, the railroad company insists that 
had the city paid the amount when due, 
three years ago, it would have been 
paying o per cent interest on its bonds 
and therefore is losing nothing by pay- 
ing the company the same interest, 
which would amount to $160,000. Judge 
John A. Pitts, counsel for the railroad, 
insists upon a settlement in full of prin- 
cipal and interest and in all probability 
another long-drawn suit will follow. 

Something over a year ago the St. 
Louis syndicate gave an option on the 
Tennessee Central property to the Illi- 
nois Central and Southern Railway, and 
at the same time leased the property to 
those roads pending the absolute sale. 
The. Tennessee Central was somewhat 
burdened with claims and suits and 
possessed. the claim against the city 
of Nashville for $1,090,000. This litiga- 
tion has about been disposed of and the 
sale would be concluded at once if the 
Nashville claim could be settled. The 
city is ready to pay the $1,000,000, but 
declines to pay the interest. Unless a 
compromise is reached, the closing of 
the Tennessee Central sale is far in the 
future.

Sons of St. Patrick Honor Com- 
modore, “Father of Ameri- 
can Navy.’

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.—One of 
the principal features of the obseivance 
of St. Patrick’s Day in this city, which 
will continue through three days this 
year, was the presentation this after- 
noon to the city by the Sons or St. 
Patrick of a statue of of Commodore 
John Barry, who was one of the _ so0- 
ciety’s members along with George 
Washington. The statue, a heroic 
bronze figure of the Commodore, stands 
in Independence Square, and a_ great 
crowd turned out in  the_ springlike 
weather to witness the unveiling. This 
honor fell to Miss Elsie Hazel Hepburn, 
4 12-year old great-great-grandniece of 





arry. 
The national ga@vernment was repre- 
sented by Brigadier General Duval and 
Rear Admiral Tilley, commandant of 
the League Island navy yard. A detach- 
ment of marines and sailors from the 
war vessels acted as a guard of honor. 

The exercises began with a salute at 
the navy yard, after which the Right 
Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, bishop 
coadjutor of the Protestant Episcopal 
diocese of Pennsylvania, delivered the 
invocation. The presentation address 
was by Thomas J. Stewart, president of 
the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, and 
the statue was accepte.u on behalf of 
the city by Mayor Weaver. The oration 
was delivered by Rear Admiral Melville, 
retired.

Sheep Very Scarce—Demand 
Stronger for Horses Than 
for Mules, 


Although the supply has been smaller 
the past week than tne previous period, 
beef steers have‘declined 10@lic. The 
direct cause was heavy supplies at other 


centers. Monday's market was fully 
steady, notwithstanding a liberal runs 
elsewhere, but was held that way 
through a very smal! local supply. Buy- 
ers retaliated the next day, when the 
run was larger, and the decline indicat- 
ed was scored, which governed the basis 
up to the close of the week. It has been 
a draggy trade in most respects, caused 
to a larger extent by the light weight 
class of steers available than to the 
decline of the market. The week's sup- 
ply aggregates but 11,600 head, compared 
with 14,400 the previous week, 16,600 three 
weeks ago, and, while the lightest sup- 
ply for close onto a year, receipts this 
week u year ago were smaller by 11W 
head. 

Outside of a few choice yearling steers 
at $5.85@6.25, the actual top for a full 
load was $5.75 for a good class of beeves 
weighing 1392 to 1655 Ibs., the latter 
weights being coarse. No toppy kinds 
like those of the previous week were 
on sale, and the bulk of the supply sold 
at $4.90@6.55, most of which weighed 
between 900 and 1200 lbs. 

The heifer market was active from 
start to finish, and values are now close 
to l0c higher than a week or ten days 
ago. Good heifers sold at $5, with a 
choice lot at $6.15, with the medium to 
good ones going at $404.75, and the com- 
mon kinds from $3.50@3.8. Heifers that 
would not sell at $3.50 were mostly pur- 
chased by stocker buyers. Although 
cows sold strong the early part or the 
week, prices later were a shade lower, 
and values now are avout the same as 
a week ago. The market was active 
each day and the supply well cleaned 
up. Choice fat cows sold at $470, and 
the bulk of the medium to good ones 
at $3.50@4.25. Sales were very numerous 
at $4.30@4.55. The demand for cows from 
stocker buyers forced killers to pay $-.76 
@2.2% for cutters, Pe most of the 
canners sold at $2.25@2.30 

The stocker trade was good and values 
10G@libe higher, but buyers were unable 
to get all they wanted on account of 
the small supply. Choice fleshy feeders 
sold at $5@5.35, most of which weighed 
1050 Ibs. or more, while the 800 to 950-Ib. 
steers sold at $4.25@4.80, with a few not 
so good around $4. Some choice stock- 
ers sold at $4.70, but those at $4 were not 
very good. 

About 4000 quarantine cattle were on 
sale, and was the lightest run of the 
vear, showing a loss of 3000 compared 
with the previous week, 4000 two weeks 
ago, 300 a year ago. Good fat steers 
were in good demand and sold full 
steady, some 1160@1366-lb. steers bringing 
$5@35.15, while the bulk’ of the fair to 
good kinds went at $4.0@4.90. Not many 
cows, bulls or mixed cattle were on sale, 
ana the market was practically steady. 

Hogs Unequal to Demand. 

Only a moderate supply of hogs was 
on sale each day during the past week 
and the total for the week amounts to 
only about 35,000 head, -while the 
needs of the market call for nearly 
twice that number. Other markets 
have received tiberal supplies and 
prices have been on the decline so 
locally values were lower to keep in 
line, but when compared with other 
Western markets it is seen at once 
that prices are pretty high, the top

Result: They 
now talk in vague terms of a certain 
kind of ‘“‘devolution,”” a scheme of en-< 
larged council government that the Irish 
party indignantly rejected when offered 
by the Tories a few years ago. but 
which they are preparing to consider, 
and (if the peaple ~v not interfere) ac- 
cept from their allies, the Liberals, with 
whose fortunes they have linked their 
own to such an extent that, throuch 
John Dillon, they commend James 
Bryce and his plans (which avowedly in- 
cludes an Anglo-American alliance) to 
the Irish race in America~—a commenda- 
tion it is neeuless to say, that will have 
no weight despite the esteem in which 
Mr. Dillon is personally held. 

Home rule is shelved. Tie policy for 
which Parnell fought has been aban- 
doned. 

In 1892 the present leader, Mr. Red- 
mond, said they did not “believe in the 
principle that half a loaf is better than 
no bread" and. added that anything 
short of an “executive fovernment re- 
sponsible only to a free Parliament 
elected by the people and having con- 
trol of the judiciary ana police and of 
every purely Irish matter would be. an 
absolute disaster to Ireland.”’

And even should devolution pass, what 
benefit will it be to Ireland? 

Why do Irishmen differ on questions 
of policy relative to Treland? The same 
question might be asked, Why do Amer- 
icans differ on political matters? or Ger- 
mans, or French, or the people of any 
other country? Unfortunately, we 
sometimes have a class of cHeap dema- 
gogues whio are to be found in the par- 
HNamentary movement, who work over- 
time trying to create the impression that 
all who differ from them are blocking 
the work of the partamentary party. It 
must be remembered that the cheap 
demagogue or paid orator never won re- 
spect or liberty for 4 people. 

Now comes the question, why not 
eontinue to support the parliamentary 
party?

Since 1871 the population of 
Ireland hae decreased through the emi- 
grant ship over 4 million, the taxation 
per head has increased from $6.39 to 
$11.08. The amount plundered out of the 
country by the British Government is 
$828,562,600. The tillage of Ireland has 
decreased by over 1,000,000 acres. She is 
the most heavily taxed and poorest- 
governed country in the world. With 
these appalling figures and facts before 
us, no matter how well-meaning the 
parliamentary party and their support- 
ers may be, thinking men who truly 
love their country think the time is up 
for a change, and thev have adopted 
instead of the parliamentary ° policy. 
which has so signally failed, the policy 
of Sinn Fein, whic# has been tried and 
found successful by the Hungarians, 
Poles and Finns, people situated in po- 
litical circumstances like the Irish.

REVIOUS to and during the last 
P general election in the British 
Isles, the present Prime Minister 
of England, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, clearly and explicitly pledged him- 
self and the Liberal party to a complete 
measure of home rule for Ireland. There 
was neither ambiguity nor sophistry in 
his utterances on this question, and the 
Irish people, through their representa- 
tives, as well as the Liberal party it- 
self, took the honorable gentleman at 
his word.

Such 
was the excitement caused by this as- 
cent that a jury, deliberating on the 
fate of a criminal, returned a hasty ver- 
dict of acquittal tn order not to miss 
the spectacle; while King George LI 
broke up a meeting of his Council to 
watch the progress of the balloon. It 
was in the following year, 1785, that an 
adventurous Dublin undergraduate, Mr. 
Maguire, made a balloon ascent, and 
was actually knighted by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant for his courage.

At any rate there seems to be no 
doubt of the inflammable charaéter of 
the terrestrial atmosphere. The air we 
breathe burns like a piece of wood, as 
is shown by any gas jets where the 
flame is caused by the air and not bv 
the gas. Gas alone cannot burn except 
when it is mixed with air, and then the 
two burn together. 

Father Brennan. the well-known 
tronomer of Kenrick Seminary. save 
that the tail of the comet is often made 
of acetylene gas. If that is tie 
in this instance then there jis going to 
be ‘‘something doing,’ in the opinion 
of astronomers, if Prof. Matteucci's cal- 
culations are verified. 

A few billion cubic feet of burning 
acetylene gas is by no mcans a pleasant 
thing to encounter It would generate 
a heat that would make the Mississipp! 
River disappear in a puff of steam, set 
fire to the ecity of St. Louis in a few 
momeasts, extinguish all human life in 
the twinkling of an eye and burn the 
entire State of Missouri to a crisp. 

So fierce is the heat of comets 
it melts into a liquid state 
makes antimony ron like water. 

If the comet now so rapidly approach- 
ing hit the earth fairly and squarely 
in the center there is no knowing what 
would happen.

HOEVER in St. Louis or 


vicinity started the 

‘‘snowball’’ prayer and 
the millions in this and other 
sections who received it may be 
surprised to know that the chain 
has at last spread to Europe and 
that in England it is creating ex- 
citement exceeding that which it 
occasioned in this country, where 
it ‘is still circulating. 

Only a half dozen sentences 
‘make up the ‘‘snowball’’ prayer 
letter. But it is filled with senti- 
ments to cause even a hardened 


tice. And its threat has unques- 
tionably done much harm to the 
sick and superstitious, especially 
women. 

It begins with a prayer, rever- 
ential and inspiring. But follow- 
ing this the letter appeals at 
once to the hopes and fears of 
the recipient. It urges the one 
receiving the letter to forward 
copies of it to nine friends, one 
letter a day for nine days. If the 
instructions are followed ‘‘a 
great joy’’ is promised, if. they 
be disregarded ‘‘a calamity "’ is 
pzedicted.

UST who started the “Snowball” 
J prayer letter has never been de- 
termined, It was at first attrib- 
uted to Bishop Lawrence of the Pres- 
byterian Church, whose home is in 
Boston. But he denied and denounced 
it. Eastern papers at the time stated 
that so far as it could be traced the 
first letter sprang from St. Louis. 


Discussion of it ran high in the re- 
ligiaus press of the United States at 
that time, a year or so ago. Many 
were inclined to believe that the first 
letter had maliciously been written 
by an infidel who thus sought to 
bring discredit on the church and on 
prayer. Others thought it the work 
ofa “crank.” Still others that it had 
been conceived under the stress of re- 
ligious emotion by some misguided 
one with the best intentions. 


It has been variously credited to 
Bishop Lawrence, a presumably fic- 
titious “Bishop Murril” of the Episco- 
pal Church, to the “Archbishop of Je- 
rusalem,” (who does not exist under 
that title) and to other dignitaries. 


When it first became public it was 
read aloud from the pulpits of many 
churches in this section of the coun- 
try and certain ministers, under the 
impression that it was sanctioned by 
Bishop Lawrence, gave out copies of 
it and urged their members to extend 
the chain. In this manner the flood 


number of persons who, upon being 
visited with some misfortune shortly 
after receiving one of the letters imme- 
diately referred back to it as the pos- 
sible cause, or as a curious coincident. 

Many persons received not one otf 
these letters, but several. One St. Louls 
man had four on successive days, each 
bearing a different postmark. None ot 
these were signed, and two came from 
places where, so far as he knew, the 
recipient had neither relatives, friends 
nor acquaintances. Being a man ol 
phlegmatic temperament, he threw the 
first letter into his waste basket with 
scarcely a second thought. The next he 
paused over, and the third and fourth 
occasioned him so much uneasiness that 
he spoke to some of his friends about 
them. 7 

A peculiarity of his case was that -he 
was at that moment under considerable 
finuncial pressure. As the ninth day 
after, receiving the first letter ap- 
proached he developed a nervousness 
extraordinary for him. 

That day passed without added busi- 
ness embarrassment, but instead of re- 
lieving him it only put*him under &@ 
greater strain. He argued to his friends 
that since he had received four of the 
letters he had been given more than 
ordinary opportunity to take advantage 
of whatever, efficacy the “snowbiill’’

Fortunately, the last of tlie periods of 
nine days passed without any particular 
change in conditions, except that the re- 
cipient of the letters brightened up and 
began to devote himself more closely to 
business. Since then he has pulled out, 
but mention of the ‘snowball prayer 
letter’ is still sufficient to make him 
irritable and morose. 

In England many cases developed into 
more serious results, as they unques- 
tionably have in St.-Louls. A. Pearce, 
Weston-super-mare, writing the London 
Daily Mail, says: 

“On Saturday, Jan. 15, at 9 o'clock p. 
m., [ received one of these prayer let- 
ters. Not being by any means super- 
stitious and disliking anonymous com- 
munications, I put the letter in the fire 
and thought no more of it. On Jan. 20 
my little girl was taken fll, and on Jan. 
“4 at exactly 9 p. m., and precisely nine 
days after the receipt of this peculiarly 
worded epistle, she passed away. Even 
to the most practical this must appear 
a strange coincidence.”’ 

Another Englishman writes the same 
paper in strong resentment of what he 
terms the “cruel conduct” of someone 
Whoesent the prayer with its accom- 
Panying threat to his wife on the day 
that announcement appeared in the 
newspapers of the birth of her daughter, 

“It caused me great uneasiness,’ an- 
other woman wrote. “I had been away 
for my health, and had not long arrived 
home, was very tired and with much to 
do and think about. I put the letter on 
one side, intending to give it to the 
clergyman and ask his advice, but I did 
not. Exectly nine days after receiving 
it a pipe burst in the cistern at the top 
of the house and aia much damage, and 
ever since then there has been noth- 
ing but one chain ef trouble and various 
liiness with us.”’

All the letters received in St. Louis, 
so far as known, Rave been anonymous, 
Many, from their handwriting, are writ- 
ten by young girls and children, and the 
majority of the others by women. They 
vary slightly in text and the name of 
the church dignitary quoted as author- 
izing the letter usually seems to depend 
largely upon the denomination to which 
the sender belongs. 

Anonymity has added greatly 
effect of the letters. Doubtless, were 
someone's name signed to them, and 
especially that of one whom the recip- 
ient knew, little attention would be paid 
the epistles. But the appeal to the sup- 
erstitious is much stronger when some- 
thing verging on the supernatural is 
hinted at by the sudden dropping qut of 
the, malis from nowhere in particular 
of one of these mysterious and presum- 
ably potential letters.

“Snowball prayer,” the least severe re- 
marks of those with whom it found dis- 
favor being the statement that the letter 
was “vague but harmless.” 

As to-its being vague, those who have 
received !t will scarcely agree with the 
clergyman. In some of the letters the 
positive statement is made that"‘a great 
calamity” will befall the one who 
“breaks the chain.” .Others qualify by 
Saying that ‘it Has béen said that a ca- 
lamity will befall,” and this in some, 
after the statement that a calamity wil! 
come is followed by the stgsement, “tt 
has been said that he whd will grant 
this request will be delivered from some 
great calamity.”

Converts and “backsliders’’ who have 
been reclaimed, and others whose re- 
ligious zeal has been accentuated by 
the exhortations and preaching seem 
to have turned to this as a likely means, 
of spreading the influence of the cause 
in which their interest had been re- 
vived. 

About the only actua] defense of the 
“Snowball prayer’ has been that the 
mere writing of the prayer which pre- 
cedes the letter renews and adda to the 
faith and bellef of the one writing It, 
and on the other hand, that ft,“can do 
no harm.” As to the calamity predict- 
ed, these say that if one feels deeply 
enough about that to be disturbed by 
it he has at hand a ready means of 
satiefying his fears by complying with 
the terms of the letter. 


Some who feel deeply regarding the 
efficacy and directness of prayer have 
taken the matter more seriously. In 
sending out the prayer letter these have 
been actuated by a feeling that they 
were performing a service to mankind 
and to the cause of religion. It is

And then came pic- 
tures known first only to his fancy. He 
was a poor boy and must have a trade. 
He went to work cutting stone. When 
he wasn’t chopping stone to order, he 
wag drawing pictures on soft stone with 
filint pleces or chips. He advanced in 
the trade, but he did not become ex- 
pert. He lost interest—had ne heart 
in the work. 

As an ofler in a St. Louis garage he 
made little more progress. He began 
to sketch with a pencil, and as he 
worked learned something here and 
there about making pictures in oil. He 
purchased a cheap outfit—a few brushes, 
some canvas and a little paint—and 
began to “‘paint things’’ when not em- 
ployed with the machines,

He had been at the garage seveia 
weeks when a rich young man, and ., 
patron of art, found him sketching 
eanvas.. The. young art patron was 
Robert Holmes of Portland place. now 
president of the J. A. Holmes 
Co. of St. Louis. Again and again 
Holmes drove into the eg 
found McKillops sketching. 

Finally Holmes began to take interest 
in the work of the young oiler and made 
a careful inepection of several of the 
sketches. He found that the oiler had 
had no technical instruction, but that 
there was the stuff in McKillops to 
make an artist. 

Holmes persuaded MckKillops to take 
up art. He fanned the fire in the boy, 
woke him from a dream. The boy en- 
tered the St. Louis School of Fine Arts. 
The. instructors found that he was not 
going to develop rapidly in drawing, but 
they did find a promising thing—he had 
an unusual feeling for color. 

He continued to work at the garage. 
It: was arranged that he should have 
all the available extra hours possible 
for his art work, and he took advant- 
age of the minutes. When he was not 
cleaning automobiles, he was sketch- 
ing. He progressed from the first day. 
He worked—worked like a man who 
meant it. 

If necessary to make his class hours, 
he would rise ‘several hours before day- 
light and clean and polish his machines. 
He developed a love, a higher love, 
which began to sacrifice all things for 
the object of his ambitions. 

McKillops worked and 
that from 1901 to 1903. He did some 
very good things at the art school.

Then the World’s Fair opened. Mc-

the police estimate that perhaps $250,. 
000 has been harvested by the Black 
Hand in the past five years. 

In property perhaps $100,000 worth has 
been wrecked or burned. At least 2 
children have been kidnaped. Some 
fifty murders can be laid at the doors 
of the Black Hand. Many who have 
been shot or stabbed have kept their 
wounds te themselves rather than take 


another chance with certain death as a 
reward for letting the police know. 
From the start In New York the Black 
Hand first extended to the smaller 
cities in New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut and Pennsylvania. At first the 
police seemed powerless. The Black 
Hand grew bolder and bolder. In 198 
it reached the summit of its power. 
Since then some of the bdiackeat and 
most daring crimes in the history of 
New York have been traced to the Black 
Hand, but no further, Money was their 
sole object; fear the means of getting 
it. Perhaps in all they have cost New 
York and the vicinity something like 
half a million dollars. 
The Black Hand's first prominent 
victim outside of Italian circles was 
David Wesson, the millionaire manu- 
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Demand Money as

Mr. Wesson began to grow alarmed. 
Indifference soon turned to anxiety and 
anxiety to genuine terror. His denth 
some months ago was liald directly to 
the Black Hand ‘letters.

Nor is Mr. Wesson’s death the only 
one. The police of the country have «

Recently the Black Hand got to work 
in Oyster Bay, where President HKoose- 
velt makes his home. It was a crime 
of characteristic daring. After receiving 
no money in answer to their threats, 
the Black Hand agents dynamited the 
store of their victim and completely de- 
stroyed it, almost in the shadow ol 
Sagamore Hill. 

On Feb. 8 Judge Robert Cortese, of 
Paterson, N. J., and his son, Robert 
Jr., started to open a box sent by ex- 
press to the father. It was sent to him 
by the Black Hand, after he had taken 
n. notice of severa}) threatening letters. 
Paterson criminals all feared him be- 
eause of his stern treatment of ali 
crime. He left a wife and eight chil- 
dren and was one of the most prominent 
Italians In the colony there. He made 
no secret of his hostility te beth the 
Black Hand and the Anarchists, and he 
was undoubtedly killed by his own 
countrymen. 

An Italian farmer in the western part 
of Pennsylvania picked by the members 
of the Black Hand as a victim found 
a note tacked to his barn door beside 


the bleeding heart of a freshly-killed 


calf. The import was all too evident. 
He pald up. 

A man in New York was marked by 
the Black Hand and received a letter 
tiled to a human finger. It te But one 
of many similar methods adopted by the 
members of the Black Hand te tnepire 
their victimes with fear. 

As year after year has passed and the 
efforts of the «authorities te suppress 
the Black Hand have failed, its mem- 
bers have gradually thrown aside prac- 
tileally all restraint.

King. While he was accumulating millions in Death 
Valley he was busy elsewhere. He purchased vast 
tracts of land in Oakland, interested an army of in- 
vestors by issuing interest-bearing certificates, 
bought out the street railway company, established 
a new ferry service from Oakland to San Francisco 
and built in Oakland the finest and fastest suburban 
electric railway in the West. Not content with this, 
he bought out the water company which supplies 
every city in Alameda County, a population of 350,000. 
With all these enterprises and a string of banks to 
aid his operations, he is now one of the great finan- 
cial powers of the West. ‘ 

So much for his business career. But in those early 
days of struggle he had married a Sweet-faced wom- 
an who had encouraged him when he sorely needed 
that encouragement. And when wealth came to him 
he was proud and happy to bestow it on his wife. 
She made beneficent use of it, for in Oakland, where 
they lived, she was called ‘the best-loved lady.”’ 

They had no children, but Mrs. Smith adopted half 
a dozen young girls and became patroness of as many 
more.
